■The Empress Wilmellia has died and the crown has passed to her son and only 
heir, Peeriwat, wh« has been preparing for this day his whole life. Peeriwat, 
a short, dark, quiet man, or rather boy, for ho is only 19 years of age, shows 
promise of being one of the greatest, monarchs in. the history of the Empire* 
Although only 19, he has already mastered the art of court intrigue, and today's 
coronation is less of a formal installation of an -emperor than a show designed 
to impress the nobility of the empire and the people- 

The scene opens in the Grand Hall of the Imperial Palace. A raised throne 
at one end of the room high above the level of the remainder of the Hall. 
Surrounding the throne are the guards, of. the Emperor. The guards are dressed in 
the Imperial colors of Peerijavo, 'periwinkle blue and' scarlet, and carry their 
arms at the ready. Below the throne level are gathered the various nobles of 
the Empire. Nearest to the throne are the four Counts of the north country: 
Count John the Wee-Wee, Count John" the Bored, Count 'John, . the Smythetc^gued, 
and Count John the Sour. It is known to all that these four counts are the 
center of opposition within the Empire to the" ruling "family and that all have 
plotted at one, time or another with the rulers of Peerijavo's traditional enemies: 
Besharabia, Poderkagg, Fidgeliland, Pokpdonia, and Ruratania. The four Counts 
and their retainers have arrived in ' the city with a large force to men-at-arms, 
supposedly to do homage' to the new Emperor, but many believe that they are really 
in the capitol to work some mischief and sieze control of the city if they dare. 

In the center of the room are -grouped the coalition of nobles known aG the 
Lafayette Entente: Sir Jack Greenebean, Friar Charles the Twitchy-nosed, Bishop 
Brian the Potted Belly, Princess Christina, Princess Gail of Bellydancer Manor, 
Count Anders of Swenson Hall, Duke Richard' of Baileybrook Castle, and Warden 
Vance of Berkeley Meadows. The group is engaged in heated argument but no one 
can determine exactly what the argument is about. 

Near the entrance to the Great Hall, where ail can see them, are gathered 
the clergy of the Empire: The Metropolitan, Archbishop Cardinal Jose Peericelli, 
of St. Peerigrad,' Abbot Buddy tne Holy One, The Venerable Wiebe, Bishop Coy of 
Coronado, and Bishop Hooper of Walnut Creek. 

Farther dovrn the Hall are the representatives of the southern lands: Lord 
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Rodney the Pomegranate, Sir Hal the Pigecntoed, Baron Conrad the Tall, Princess 
Hotpanto, and Viscount Robert the Shifty c-yed, £j.r Gregory the Marbiedbottom, 
Lady Margaret, Sergeant of Arras of Y/estgat,e Many? Polan, and Mis trass Mellina of 
Coronady Cays. 

The Emperor enters to a flourish of trumpets playing the Imperial March, 
which sounds suspiciously like the strip tune from ; ~>,y'i:^y, and mounts the royal 
throne. As he enters all bow low to the floor, It as noticed that th? fo-.-r 
Counts frora the north country are si 017 to o-vi and the first r.o r: : .se-» ever the— 
less, homage to the Euro er or has been rendered. 

The Royal Chamberlain, Duke Wayne of Tombstone Major Manor, lines up the 
Court members to present them to the Emperor. As each member of the nobility 
passes before the throne they bow, vow their eternal allegiance to the Emperor, 
are graced with a few words s and withdraw. 

ROYAL CHAMBERLAIN: His Excellency, Lord Rodney the Pomegranate. 

LORD RODNEY: Your Imperial Majesty, I congratulate you on your succession to 
the great throne of Peerliavc. -I hope you will have a long arid pros-percuo reign 
and that you will guide our country with greatness arid dignity* 

THE EMPEROR: Thank you, Ue believe that the future will bring great things to 
Our country, and We expect you, Our faithful servant, to be among Our chief 
supporters in Our various endeavors. 

ROYAL CHAMBERLAIN: His Excellency, Sir.Conrad the Tall. 

LORD CONRAD: Wellbeing to Your Majesty. May Your roign be as well organized as 
a Bach fugue, as polished as a Bach clavier sonata, as finely tuned as a Steinway 
piano • 

THE EMPEROR: Thank you, We hope to. make beautiful music a part of Our reign e . 
ROYAL CHAMBERLAIN: Princess' Hotpants ! 

PRINCESS HOTPANTS: God save the Queen! Whoever he is* 

THE EMPEROR: Thank you, Princess. During Our reign We will often turn to you 
for guidence and entertainment to amuse Us when We are confronted by troubled 
waters for which no bridges can readily be found* 

And so it goes, each noble comes forth to praise the Emperor, to pledge his 
loyalty, to receive his words. However, by now it has become obvious that the 
four Counts of the north have not come forth to render homage to the Enperor. 
Indeed, the four Counts have held back, as if waiting for something to happen. 

Enter a special messenger, obviously highly excited. The Royal Chamberlain 
announces him immediately* The messenger rushes to the throne and proclaims: 

ROYAL MESSENGER: Your Majesty, the enemy has invaded Peerijavo; armies are 
pouring into the country from Pokodonia, Poderkagg, and Fidgeliland^ They ho.ve 
already captured MiraCosta and are advancing toward Jamul and the Imperial 
Chincilla Farm. The border guards are all captured or killed. What are we to do? 

END OF SCENE 

St 0 P^erigrad; 1 August 1905: 

The Emperor, looking the worse for wear, began a national tour of his Enpire. 
It was announced here that the Emperor would tour Turkey, the Balkans, Austria, 
and would probably visit the western front. Rumors that he would meet personally 
with the German and Italian leaders were discounted, although it was confirmed 
that Russia Lad sent pledges of support to Italy*

1 . Unless otherwise specified the rules of Diplomacy and the rules of A.TLANTIS 
will bo used in all games, 

2. Countries will be assigned by player preference, with each player sending in 
a list of the countries in order of his preference. Wherever possible, the play- 
er's first choice will be used, in the event of a tie, a random choice will be 
made to determine first choice^ 

3. Unordered units dislodged will be annihilated instead of retreated. Players 
may refuse to retreat and have their unit annihilated. Two or more units rotruat-. 
ing to the same space will all be annihilated.. Retreats cannot be convoyed. 

4. Unordered units will stand. If dislodged, they are nnni hi! atf do A country 
may support unordered units of another country. 

5. Failure to submit removal orders will result in the removal of the unit(s) as 
determined by the Gamesmasterc 

6. There are two move seasons ["Spring" and "Fall"] and one adjustment season 
["Winter"] for builds and removals. Moves must be submitted by noon of the dead- 
line date announced; preferably by mail, although phone orders will be accepted 
by the .Gamesmaster only 3 The Gamesnaster- accepts no responsibility for a player's 
inability to reach him by phone. 

7. Substitute moves will not be used. However, a player who does not submit 
moves for two consecutive seasons or frequently misses moves may be removed by 
the Gamesmaster and a replacement player appointed. The replacement player will 
be given additional time to negotiate and submit moves. 

8. Players nay designate a substitute to replace them temporarily or permanently, 
with the consent of the Gamesmaster.
